The application has been amended (based on the after final amendments 
filed 12/5/06 which have now been entered) as follows: 

In line 2 from the bottom of claim 15 the phrase "to avoid an ABS 
responsive that" has been changed to --to avoid an ABS response 
that-; 

In the last line of claim 1 8 the phrase "responses." has been 
changed to -responses to avoid an ABS response that may excite 
a vehicle natural vibration frequency.-; 
In the last two lines of claim 21 the phrase "natural vehicle 
frequencies" has been changed to -natural vibration frequencies 
of the vehicle-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
Lin et al. disclose the limitation of storing natural frequency values, the reference 
fails to correlate the stored ABS responses to the natural vibration frequencies of 
the vehicle and then delay, accelerate, or alter the ABS response to avoid 
excitation of one of the natural vibration frequencies. Accordingly, independent 
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claims 1, 8, 15, and 18 are allowed. The remaining claims are allowable due to 
their dependency from one of the independent claims.
